CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—John Callan 
O'Loughlin, the Tribune's Washington 
correspondent, tells in a dispatch to 
his paper today that President Roose- 
velt will deal with peonage in Missou- 
ri in his message to the Sixtieth Con- 
Sress. He says the President is actu- 
ated by his desire to show that equal 
Justice should be administered, irre- 
spective of race and color. The dis- 
patch from Washington follows 

“No feature of the message President 
Roosevelt has written so charged 
with dynamite as that which discusses 
the relations of whites and negroes. Be- 
fore his departure for Panama the 
President was not inclined to discuss 
the views he had expressed to South- 
erners who called upon him at the 
White House. The latter resent the 
idea that the negro question is to be 
treated at all in the message, insisting 
there is no ‘Question,’ and that if the 
North will only cease meddling the ne- 
groes will promptly fall into their place. 

“But the President has been busy for 
several months looking into questions 
which have arisen through alleged mal- 
treatment of negroes and of outrages
